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Amazing recovery of miracle gran who beat liver failure after being in a coma 


‘I had two heart

A GRANDMOTHER from Harlow 
whose family was told she would 
die when she was placed into an 
induced coma has been hailed a 
“miracle” woman after surviving 
liver failure. 

Nina Jaggers was put in a coma 
as her organs began to shut down, 
survived two serious heart 
attacks and was able to get a liver 
transplant in just 24 hours - a 
virtually impossible task. 

After a friend noticed her skin 
had turned yellow, Nina took her¬ 
self to Princess Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital in March, and did not return 
home fully until May. 

“On the Saturday, March 10, I 
was at church,” the 54-year-old 
grandmother said. 

“Everything was fine, I was just 
a bit tired. I went home and slept 
all day which is so unlike me. 

“I mentioned it the next day to a 
friend and he brought me into the 
light and said I was yellow. 

“If I had blue hair I would have 
looked like Marge Simpson. I 
popped to A&E at Princess Alex¬ 
andra and I was taken in.” 

Doctors suspected Nina was 
suffering from liver failure, but 
much to their confusion, she was 
not in any pain. 

“All the doctors kept asking me 
if I was in any pain and I just said 
‘no’,” she said. “I was laughing 
and joking with the nurses. I 
prayed for no pain. 

“The yellow was getting worse 
but I was still in no pain. They 
could not understand it. 

“If I was going into liver failure 
I should have been in agony. 

“I was beside people who were 
screaming and crying in pain all 
day and night because of the liver 
failure. 


“They were on morphine and 
still hurting but I was fine.” 

At a loss, doctors sent Nina 
back home, before quickly 
ringing her to say that her latest 
test results meant her life was in 
danger. 

She was sent to Royal Free Hos¬ 
pital in Hampstead so that spe¬ 
cialists could monitor her 
condition. 

She said: “I found out I had 
pancreatitis. Again, I had no pain. 
I should have been in extreme 
pain. 

“They had to put me in the 
hands of the specialists. I was sent 
to a hospital in London so they 
could monitor me. 

Positive 

“My daughters were told 
everything would be OK because I 
was not in pain. 

“They were sent home with a 
positive attitude.” 

Within three days, Nina went 
into active liver failure and was 
put in an induced coma. She des¬ 
perately needed a liver transplant 
within 24 hours, which is nor¬ 
mally impossible. 

Her daughters were told to pre¬ 
pare for the worst. 

“When I went into a coma they 
were brought back and told the 
chances of me finding a liver with¬ 
in 24 hours is unheard of,” Nina 
said. 

“People wait for months and 
still can’t find a match. 

“By the time my daughters 
were told I had about six hours 
left. I was put at the top of the 
transplant list. 

“My daughters were told to go 
home and put my affairs in order. 
They were devastated. I’m the 
only family they have got. 

“They need me, I’m their mum. 
They didn’t know what to do.” 


However, in a twist of fate, doc¬ 
tors managed to find a donor and 
raced Nina into surgery. 

“My youngest daughter put one 
foot through her door and the 
phone rang,” Nina said. 

“She looked down to see it was a 
private number and she knew it 
would be the hospital. In her head 
I was dead. 

“She was saying to the doctors 
‘don’t tell me, don’t tell me’, but 
they said they had found a liver. 
She collapsed on the floor in 
shock.” 

But Nina’s health deteriorated 
as she suffered a heart attack 
shortly after the surgery. 

It took doctors three hours to 
bring her round, but on April 10, 
Nina had received her liver. 

All the while, her pastor was at 
her bedside praying. 

However, back at the ward, she 
suffered a massive bleed. 

“I had a massive bleed that was 
partially life threatening,” Nina 
said. “I was rushed to surgery 
again. 

“The shock of this caused 
broken heart syndrome cardiac 
arrest. 

“It’s so rare. It’s hard to bring 
someone out of this. 

“The most amazing thing 
happened. The members of my 
church, Seventhday Adventist 
Harlow, came out of their homes 
and into the church at lam to pray 
for me. 

“I’m a newcomer, and have 
joined in the last three years. I’m a 
great believer that the power of 
prayer is phenomenal. 

“I believe that mine and their 
faith and belief got me through 
this.” 

Nina was allowed home in May, 
after making a quick recovery 
from the traumatic surgeries. 

She still has to visit a specialist 


clinic to ensure the liver is func¬ 
tioning, but is reminded each 
time of her miraculous recovery. 

Nina believes that her faith in 
God carried her through the dev¬ 
astating time. 

She said: “Even now when I go 
to the clinic nurses, doctors and 
patients smile and tell me I’m a 
miracle. 

“It has never been heard of any¬ 
where. People have died and I 
should have died. I had two heart 
attacks, a bleed and infections. 

“Two months I was in the hos¬ 
pital. I healed so quickly too. 


“Once I was off life support it 
takes weeks but I recovered so 
quickly I was at home on May 4.1 
was out shopping when most 
people would be in bed. 

Amazing 

“Dr Sharma was my surgeon 
and he was an amazing doctor. 
When I came round he visited me 
and he took my hand, stared into 
my eyes and said, ‘I cannot believe 
you are here’. 

“I said it was thanks to him but 
he pointed to the sky and said, ‘no 
thanks to him’. 


“Having that faith saved me. 
Once you give yourself to God 
your body belongs to him and he 
will make sure you come 
through.” 

Nina is now looking forward to 
enjoying her life once again as a 
mother and grandmother. 

She added: “I feel like an old 
Ford Anglia given a brand new 
Porsche engine. 

“My daughter’s are closer than 
ever before. I have seen them more 
in the last two months than I have 
in the last two years. 

“Never give up.” 


Police act on 

ARMED police and a helicopter were 
deployed in Harlow after a man 
reportedly was in possession of a 
gun. 

Police received reports of two men 
in First Avenue after 9pm last Friday, 
with one appearing to have a firearm. 

Locals took to social media to say 
that they had heard gunshots, but 
police have confirmed this to be 
untrue. 

An image from the scene shows a 
police car blocking a road, thought to 
be Howard Way, in the area of 
Edinburgh Way. 

Officers carried out a search 
however, found no firearm and that 
no offences had been committed. 

The incident is unrelated to the car 
meet-up which was taking place 
nearby in The Oaks Industrial Estate. 

A spokeswoman for Essex Police 
said: “We were called shortly before 
9.10pm on Friday, August 31, with 
reports two men were seen, one of

Debbie’s 
delight is 
helping a 
bride find 
‘the dress’

NOT everyone has a job where their 
customers give them goosebumps - 
but Debbie Meads is one of the lucky 
ones. 

Debbie opened Peaches Wedding 
Shop in 1998 and she has the enviable 
job of watching ladies find their 
dream wedding gown every day. 

“Lots of brides cry when they find 
their dress - and we do too,” said 
Debbie. “When they find ‘the dress’ 
it’s wonderful. We had a bride in the 
other day who was so lovely and we all 
said afterwards it gave us goose- 
bumps. There are lots of good 
moments.” 

Debbie is very clear that Peaches is 
a bridal shop, not a boutique. She 
prides herself on the fact that her 
dresses cost between £250 and £1,400. 

“I would never go over that,” she 
explained. “Not everyone can afford 
thousands of pounds on a dress. We 
have a good range of bridal dresses. 
They are not inferior quality - they 
are lovely dresses for real people. 

“Lots of brides come to us and say 
it’s so nice to feel accepted at last. We 
do get people who have had bad exper¬ 
iences elsewhere. I want to offer every 
single customer a friendly, profession¬ 
al service with the best selection we 
can offer at a price they can afford.” 


While some independent busi¬ 
nesses start with a dream, Peaches 
started by happy accident. Debbie was 
working as a cook but had two young 
children and was looking for 
something she could do from home. 
She briefly had a stationery business 
but their house was soon bursting 
with boxes, so when a friend ended up 
with a selection of wedding dresses to 
sell, Debbie took on a small unit in The 
Stow in Harlow and sold them for 
her. 

It was supposed to be temporary but 
“they just kept selling and selling”. 
Debbie quickly contacted some sup¬ 
pliers - her husband already had a few 
contacts in the wedding business - 
and they bought more and more bridal 
gowns, which also flew off the 
shelves. 

Tiaras 

“We started decorating the store, 
putting displays in the window and I 
got more dresses and accessories like 
tiaras, veils and shoes in,” Debbie 
said. “It just developed from there.” 

Within two years, Peaches - named 
after her and her husband’s favourite 
record store in Fort Lauderdale, Flor¬ 
ida - had to move to a bigger unit at 92 
The Stow -where they still are 18 years 
later. 

One of the most fascinating things 
Debbie quickly learnt about brides is 
that 90 per cent of them end up buying 



a completely different style of wedding 
dress than the one they went in for. 

“I think people see photos in 
magazines and online and they can be 
deceiving,” Debbie said. “Things look 
different in photos than they do when 
they’re on. 

“Sometimes brides want a partic¬ 
ular dress but it doesn’t suit them. We 
had a lady in recently who insisted she 
wanted a pink, princess dress but she 
hated it on. 

“She left with something completely 
different but she looked stunning. 

“Some ladies want a full, princess 
dress but end up with a fitted dress. 
You can never tell.” 

In order to cater for a variety of 
tastes, Peaches stocks a wide range of 
dresses from designers including 
Venus, Millie May, Special Day, Vero- 
mia and Private Label by G. 

One challenge of the wedding busi¬ 


ness is the timings - while some brides 
start wedding dress shopping two 
years in advance, others pop in and 
say they’re getting married in three or 
four weeks’ time. 

“Obviously if that happens, they 
have to have something off the peg,” 
Debbie said. 

“We’ve got one rail where you buy 
what you see. There’s nothing wrong 
with them, they’re lovely dresses, they 
might be ex samples, but we can usu¬ 
ally find something. Then they just 
have to be altered quickly.” 

This is where Dawn Sinclair comes 
in - she’s been with Debbie for the 
whole of the shop’s 20 years as her 
seamstress. 

In fact, the other two ladies who 
work with Debbie - Jackie Harvie and 
Linda Hann - have been with her for 17 
and 15 years respectively. 

“I wouldn’t have it any other way,”

Debbie smiled. 

Mostly the bridal industry is a 
happy place to work - their cus¬ 
tomers are all excited and looking 
forward to their big day. 

Sadly, there are some down 
times, like when a bride has to get 
married quickly because she or a 
family member is unwell or when 
Debbie gets a call saying the wed¬ 


ding has been cancelled. “We have 
some very upset people on the 
phone and that’s sad, but it does 
happen,” she said. 

At the end of the day, Debbie 
and her team never let themselves 
forget how much the dress and the 
whole wedding day means to their 
customers. 

“Your wedding day is one of the 


most important days of your life,” 
Debbie said. “Your dress is so 
important too. Hopefully you’ll 
only ever wear the one and it 
might be the most expensive item 
of clothing you’ll ever buy. 

“We do not push people into 
making a decision. 

“I would rather them go away 
and think about it for a while and 
risk them not coming back than 
making the wrong decision. 

“If we pushed a bride into 
something that they weren’t sure 
of, we would just worry the whole 
time. 

“We really care about what 
we’re doing. As long as our cus¬ 
tomers leave having had a good 
experience and they go out happy, 
then that’s what we want, wheth¬ 
er they end up buying a dress 
from us or not.”

Man who 
assaulted 



kidnapped and 
a girl is jailed 

Detective Constable praises courage of 
victim in testifying against sex predator

A 41-year-old man who kidnapped 
and sexually assaulted a young 
girl during an opportunistic 
attack in Harlow has been sen¬ 
tenced to six years in jail. 

At the conclusion of a six-day 
trial on Monday, July 30, Darren 
Sellen, of Church Leys, was found 
guilty of three offences and 
appeared at Chelmsford Crown 
Court on Friday (August 31) to 
learn his fate. 

At around 3.30pm on November 
2 last year, a girl was walking from 
Bush Fair and crossed Tillwicks 
Road, when Sellen came from 
behind her and put his hands over 
her mouth and eyes. 

He then dragged her towards 
some garages before sexually 
assaulting her. 

Two people who had witnessed

Sellen grab the 12-year-old victim, 
quickly came to her aid before 
calling police. 

In court, it was noted that Sel¬ 
len was seen on CCTV following 
the victim and making sure she 
was alone before attacking her. 

Officers who reviewed CCTV 
following the incident, saw that 
Sellen was wearing the 
same clothing described by the 
victim. 

Fleeing 

He was also caught on camera 
fleeing the crime scene. 

Sellen was arrested the next 
day and has now been jailed for 
six years. 

Detective Constable Ryan Bur¬ 
gess, of Harlow CID, who led the 
investigation, said: “I would like 
to praise the victim for her 
bravery during this investigation. 
She has shown an enormous 
amount of courage throughout, 
and gave us key descriptions of 
Sellen. 

“Sellen is a sexual predator and 
a very dangerous individual who 
continues to refuse to admit his 
terrible actions, but who has now 
been brought to justice. 


“The severity of his crimes are 
reflected in the sentence imposed 
and I hope that this will help to 
bring some closure and comfort to 
the victim as she moves on from 
this ordeal. 

“I would also like to thank the 
two people who helped her, and 
whose actions were recognised in 
crown court for outstanding pub¬ 
lic duty.” 

At sentencing, a Sexual Harm 
Prevention Order imposed on Sel¬ 
len following a previous sexual 
offence was also extended and 
will be in place for life. 

The Sexual Harm Prevention 
Order means that on release, Sel¬ 
len will have to adhere to a num¬ 
ber of conditions for life. 

Included in these are strict 
restrictions on physical proxim¬ 
ity to children under 16. 

A 10-year restraining order in 
relation to the victim and her 
immediate family was also gran¬ 
ted. 

In court, the two witnesses who 
came to her aid were also awarded 
£500 each. 

After completing his prison 
sentence, Sellen will serve anoth¬ 
er four years on licence.

AN area in Harlow close to the 
Mil and another where thou¬ 
sands of homes are being 
developed have been revealed as 
two greenfield sites being con¬ 
sidered for a new hospital. 

A third option would see the 
existing Princess Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital buildings in the centre of the 
town being replaced with a brand 
new complex. 

The PAH board has argued that 


the current estate is no longer fit 
for purpose and to continue 
improving its clinical care in the 
face of a predicted significant pop¬ 
ulation growth for Harlow, a new 
hospital is vital. 

PAH has said the viability of the 
two greenfield sites - one in Gil- 
ston which has been earmarked 
for as many as 10,000 new homes 
across new villages to the north of 
Harlow and in East Hertfordshire 
- and an another between the Mil 
and Sheering Road at the new Mil 
junction 7a, relies on highways 


and other infrastructure being in 
place, which is outside of the 
Trust’s control to deliver. 

The preferred greenfield site is 
due to be announced next month 
and the preferred option of stay¬ 
ing on site in a phased scheme, or 
moving elsewhere, is to be 
announced in February 2019. 

The Government confirmed 
that PAH’s proposal for a new 
hospital had been submitted and 
further decisions will be made

Question: Will young people accessing online gaming cause issues with gambling in adulthood?

IN today’s society, the 
internet is almost 
ubiquitous, and is used for 
many more hours by young 
people than by other sectors 
of society. 

Inevitably, this has some 
negative consequences, as 
well as some positive ones, 
including the prevalence of 
online gaming, frequently 
targeted at teenagers by 
some of the more 
unscrupulous websites. 

A recent report from the 
Gambling Commission has 
shown that there are 25,000 
children in this country 
between the ages of 11 - 16 
who are considered 
“problem gamblers”, many 
of whom have gained access 
via the internet. 

Despite this, most young 
gamblers were more likely to 
have become addicted via 
more traditional routes such 
as fruit machines or the 
National Lottery. 


This is a complex problem, 
and it is certainly true that if 
young people become 
addicted to gambling, they 
are more likely to grow up 
with the same issue. 
Gambling addiction is, like 
other addictions a mental 
illness. Despite much 
rhetoric to the contrary, this 
government continues to 
appallingly neglect mental 
health resources in this 
country, for adolescents as 
much as for adults. 

While the Liberal 
Democrats support sensible 
gambling regulations for 
both online and non-online 
gambling, once someone has 
a gambling addiction or 
problem, they are in need of 
mental health treatment. 

In Bishop’s Stortford we 
remain in the scandalous 
situation where the nearest 
inpatient mental health 
facility is as far away as 
Stevenage, while nationally, 


young people are waiting as 
long as 18 months for 
treatment. 

If we want to prevent 
burgeoning mental health 
issues blighting young 
people’s lives and proving at 
great cost to themselves and 


the country, we desperately 
need to start funding mental 
health services at higher 
levels, and do what the 
Conservative government 
say they will do, for once 
taking action rather than 
spealdng empty words. 
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IT’S been a busy summer 
period for the community 
policing team with officers 
attending several community 
events talking to the public 
and listening to their 
concerns and several drugs 
warrants being executed. 

Our ‘Street Meet’ event at 
Old Harlow on August 3 was 
well received by local 
residents and businesses in 
the area. 

The Street Meets In 
September are at the 
following shopping area’s - 
Staple Tye on Friday 
September 7, Bush Fair on 
Thursday 13th, The Stow on 
Tuesday 25th and Old 


Harlow on Thursday 27th all 
between 10am and 12 noon. 
Please come along and take 
the opportunity to speak 
with local officers. 

Disappointingly a 
disturbance on Friday 
August 7 in the underpass at 
Post Office Walk / Fourth 
Avenue resulted in a 28-year- 
old male being stabbed in 
the arm. Following an 
investigation by Harlow CID 
a 17-year-old boy was 
arrested and charged with 
causing grievous bodily 
harm and possession of a 
bladed article, he was 
remanded into custody at 
the magistrates court and is 


due to appear before the 
Crown Court next month, 
thankfully the injured party 
is now recovering from his 
injuries. 

The ‘Only Cowards Carry’ 
knife bin remains outside the 
police station for anyone 
who wishes to dispose of 
unwanted knives. 

Officers are continuing to 
patrol the town centre at 
various times of the day both 
in uniform and plain clothes 
to tackle anti-social 
behaviour and these officers 
are complimented by the 
Council Community Safety 
Team who can regularly be 
seen in the town centre. 


I have regular meetings 
with Harlow Council and the 
managers of both the Harvey 
Centre and the Watergardens 
to discuss the town centre - I 
know this is of concern to 
many and we will continue 
with our efforts to reduce 
crime and anti-social 
behaviour. 

There has been a slight 
increase in narrow boat 
burglaries over the summer 
both in the Harlow area and 
beyond, please be vigilant. If 
you live in a house boat or 
spend time along the 
riverways in Harlow and 
outlying villages or marinas 
and you see anything 


suspicious please report it to 
police. 

On a lighter note it was 
great to see that the rain did 
not dampen spirits at the 
carnival. 

A massive amount of 
preparation went into this 
event by many different 
community groups and it 
was a great success. 

Many were impressed with 
the police cadets float and 
thanks to the commitment 
and hard work of the special 
constabulary and volunteers 
from Harlow and beyond the 
carnival had minimal impact 
on normal policing of the 
town - let’s hope for some 


sunshine next year.

It's a burden 
on us all - 
but how do 
we solve it? 

THE BIG QUESTION: 

Should there be places available 
where people addicted to drugs can 
use them medically supervised?

IF in power, the Liberal 
Democrats would take a 
comprehensive new 
approach to drugs based on 
the latest evidence, which 
will target the supply of 
illegal drugs while diverting 
drug users into treatment. It 
is clear that the ‘War on 
Drugs’ has failed and a new 
approach is needed. 

Last year, the UK 
Government rejected advice 
from its own advisory body 
to consider introducing drug 
consumption rooms, which 
have the potential to reduce 
drug deaths. These rooms 
are spaces for users to take 
Class A drugs under the 
supervision of medical 
professionals. There have 
been proposals to develop 
these in cities in the UK 
including Brighton and 
Glasgow but there are legal 
stumbling blocks. Various 


countries including 
Switzerland, Australia and 
Canada have allowed these 
rooms, within strict 
parameters. 

Studies have shown that 
they have been effective in 
increasing the uptake of 
detoxification and treatment 
services. The consumption 
rooms can provide access to 
healthcare, HIV testing and 
counselling. They can 
potentially reduce instances 
of HIV infection and other 
blood-borne viruses such as 
Hepatitis C, which as well as 
being harmful and 
distressing to affected 
individuals, are expensive to 
treat. 

It is acknowledged that 
this is a sensitive and 
complex issue. It would be 
foolish to suggest that 
consumption rooms could 
be rolled out in all of our 


cities and towns without 
strict controls in place. 
However, the Government 
should be open-minded to 
various harm reduction 
policies such as these. 
Allowing a pilot 
consumption room scheme 
could be a good place to 
start. This would require an 
exemption to the Misuse of 
Drugs Act. A pilot would 
enable the potential benefits 
(and drawbacks) of these 
schemes in our communities 
to be better understood. 

Ultimately it should be 
healthcare professionals, in 
consultation with local 
communities, who 
determine if consumption 
rooms are the right way 
forward. However, for this to 
happen, the Government 
needs to be more open- 
minded on this issue, rather 
than taking a reactionary

approach that rejects any 
suggestion of allowing drug¬ 
taking; even if strictly 
controlled and in all our 
long-term interests. 


WHERE the social and 
antisocial consequences of 
illicit drug taking is 
concerned, I believe we have 
reached a point where doing 
nothing is not an option. 
Drug consumption rooms 
provide a hygienic, 
supervised space for users to 
inject prohibited drugs 
safely; the overarching aim 
being to reduce or eliminate 
public injecting and its 
adverse effects on the 
environment, public safety, 
and the health of drug users. 

Drug consumption rooms 
are well established in a 
number of cities in Australia, 
Canada, Germany and Spain, 
to name a few, where 
evidence shows a 
corresponding reduction in 
drug-related crime, a decline 
in dangerous habits like 
needle sharing and the 
accompanying risks of HIV 
and other transferable 
infections, a decline of 
discarded used needles and 
a positive transformation in

the behaviour of addicts, 
improved support for those 
in recovery and huge steps in 
the right direction for those 
for whom detox and 
treatment had not been a 
serious consideration. 

Opponents of this kind of 
support contend it 
encourages drug use - 
despite contrary evidence 
where such support has been 
provided. They say it 
undermines existing 
legislation and the war on 
drugs without any serious 
evaluation of the 
effectiveness of those laws 
and to what degree that 
ongoing war might benefit 
from a ceasefire, whilst other 
options, which have been 
proven successful elsewhere 
in the world, are explored 
here in the UK. 

I do not support the 
wholesale decriminalisation 
of drugs. I do believe our 
current system is out of date 
and inadequate and it is 
nothing short of criminal

that our present government 
is ignoring evidence that 
supports bringing about 
positive change in our 
communities, for the benefit 
of those addicted to drugs 
and those innocent victims 
of the dangerous, antisocial 
behaviour of others. 


CURRENT drug policy is 
failing. One in 11 people 
have admitted to using drugs 
in the past year and over 
3,500 people died from 
overdosing. People’s lives are 
being destroyed so policy 
must change. 

Drug policy should put 
people first, focusing on 
rehabilitation and 
reintegration into society. 
Putting addicts in prison 
does little to rehabilitate 
them, and once released the 
cycle of drug abuse and 
offending will continue. 
Punishment does not stop 
addiction. To stop addiction, 
a programme of medical 
rehabilitation must be 
provided. To provide 
effective and safe 
rehabilitation, we must be 
able to provide medically 
supervised doses of drugs. 
This is because suddenly 
stopping taking drugs whilst 
addicted is dangerous, it can 
cause seizures and heart 
problems. Rehabilitation 


GREEN PARTY 


would control and gradually 
reduce the dose prescribed 
to eventually stop drug 
consumption and addiction. 
Rehabilitation should also 
help to reintegrate people 
into society, by helping with 
housing and skills training, 
to prevent the need for drug 
dependence again. This 
overall would greatly reduce 
addiction rates. 

Providing effective 
rehabilitation also reduces 
the supply of drugs. It is 
often addicts that are dealing 
drugs on a street level to 
fund their addiction. By 
reducing the number of 
addicts, we reduce the 
number of drug dealers, 
preventing future addicts. 

This attitude to drug abuse 
has been tried successfully 
before. In response to 
widespread drug problems 
and soaring HIV rates, 
Switzerland implemented 
this model. Their four pillar 
approach of education, 
treatment, damage limitation

and enforcement reduced 
their addiction rates to 
amongst the lowest in the 
world. Whilst targeting 
supply, medical treatment 
allowed addicts to recover, 
reducing the total harm to 
addicts and society. Our war 
on drugs is failing, this 
should be our replacement. 
We must act to save lives.

WHEN I was seven years old 
I’d go round to the local 
newsagent, peer over the 
counter and ask for “20 
Embassy tipped, please”. The 
owner of the shop knew only 
too well they weren’t for me 
but for my father. 

Knowing he had a nicotine 
addiction, my father 
attempted to come off 
cigarettes by moving onto 
cigars and then eventually, a 
pipe. He stopped smoking 
altogether after that although 
my mother recalls that he 
was grumpy for six months. 

Gambling, alcohol and 
shopping are also addictions, 


but the worst must be drugs. 
It’s in the interest of the drug 
dealer to push drugs onto 
people so they’re hooked 
and want to buy more. It’s in 
the interest of the individual 
and society to help them pull 
away from that dependency. 
The first thing drug addicts 
must come to terms with is 
they must want to come off 
drugs - if they don’t, then 
they will have an uphill 
struggle. Asking a doctor to 
medically supervise a drug 
addict and watch them 
‘shoot up’ heroin has got to 
be difficult for a health 
professional dedicated to 


promoting healthy lifestyles. 
Rehab clinics have got to be 
the answer but before all 
that kicks in, their external 
influences have to be 
removed. As the charity 
MIND suggests, this could 
mean changing their entire 
social circle, where they 
spend their time and what 
they choose to do with it. 
They will need lots of 
support from experts and a 
good friend so they can learn 
about coping mechanisms 
and explore alternative 
medications. Individual 
counselling and a support 
group must be the way

forward with a thorough 
programme for beating that 
addiction.

ESSEX DANCE BAND SUNSCREEM’S THIRD ALBUM WAS NEVER 
RELEASED BUT NOW, 21 YEARS LATER, IS SET TO SEE THE LIGHT 
OF DAY AT LAST DARRYL WEBBER INVESTIGATES A CURIOUS 
TALE OF MUSIC BUSINESS SHENANIGANS WITH A HAPPY ENDING 


L egendary Essex dance band 
Sunscreem return to the 
Bassment, Chelmsford, this 
Saturday (September 8) to 
play the first in a regular 
series of gigs, the Emjay Sessions, 
energised after their euphoric 
performance at the summer's Fling 
festival. 

Not only that, the band are 
excited by the prospect of playing 
tracks from an album they 
recorded 20 years but never got 
released and had such a troubled 
history that they’ve only revisited it 
recently. The story of that album, 
Out Of The Woods, is a cautionary 
tale of record label failure, of 
prolonged legal wrangling and of 
persistence finally paying off with 
the good news being that, after 20 
years, it will finally be released this 
year. 

You have to step back in time to 
the mid 1990s for some context. 
Sunscreem were riding the crest of 
the wave of some incredible 
success, with techno anthems like 
Love U More and Pressure 
propelling them into charts 
worldwide. In 1996, they released 
what was to be their final album 
for Sony, Change Or Die. It 
spawned three top 40 singles in the 
UK and secured number one and 


two in the US dance charts with 
When and Looking At You 
respectively. 

Life seemed to be peachy and 
Sunscreem, spearheaded by the 
creative partnership of Lucia Holm 
and Paul Carnell, were already 
working on their third album, Out 
Of The Woods, when they left 
Sony. They signed to independent 
dance label Pulse8 and completed 
the album and released a single, 
Catch, which was a huge hit in the 
US and became a favourite in gay 
clubs. They followed that up with a 
remix of Cover Me which was 
another top five hit in the US 
dance charts. It all boded very well 
for the release of Out Of The 
Woods which was waiting to be 
mastered. 

Then came the galling news that 
Pulse8 were in financial trouble 
and went bankrupt in 1997, leaving 
Sunscreem unable to release the 
album. Worse still, a legal wrangle 


with the album’s producer left the 
Lucia and Paul facing financial ruin 
and the prospect of losing their 
home and studio. Understandably, 
the band were at their lowest ebb 
at this point. 

Help came from an unlikely 
source. Paul was down his local 
pub, no doubt drowning his 
sorrows, when a chance 
conversation with a stranger led to 
Paul telling him his woes. The 
stranger told Paul he had a hotshot 
lawyer friend who might be able to 
help and sure enough the hotshot 
lawyer sprung into action and the 
legal claim against Sunscreem was 
dropped. 

The band had won but the 
experience had left them bruised 
and their enthusiasm for the album 
had, understandably, waned. 
Instead of trying to release it they 
decided to move on and 
concentrate on other projects. So 
the album never got a proper 


release but there was a constant 
demand for it from fans over the 
years with a bootleg of the 
unmastered promo doing the 
rounds. 

In recent years, Paul and Lucia 
have revisited Out Of The Woods 
and fallen in love with it again 
deciding to finally finish it and 
release it, some 21 years after it 
was originally intended. Paul and 
Lucia have mastered each track, 
without changing the original 
vocals or sounds, so it really will be 
the album they were meant to 
release in 1997. It will feature 13 
tracks and carry the original album 
artwork (pictured right). 

Out Of The Woods will be 
released in the next few weeks with 
the date to be announced at the 
gig, but you’ll be able to hear 
tracks from it during the band’s 
performance at the Bassment, 
which is sure to be a night ripe 
with memories and emotion for 


everyone involved. 

Thankfully, unlike many music 
industry stories, this is one with a 
happy ending.

Presented by Black Wax and 
Vive le Rock, A Celebration of 
Eddie and the Hot Rods takes 
place on Saturday, April 13 next 
year at the 02 Academy in 
Islington and will feature past 
and present members of the 
band... and some special guests 
too. 

Formed in Essex in 1975, the 
Hot Rods emerged amid the 
explosion of punk - making Do 
Anything You Wanna Do the 
perfect anthem for a nation’s 
generation - but by the end of 
1981 the band was over. Or so 
we thought. 

The 80s and 90s saw a few 
different revived line-ups of the 


Hot Rods both on stage and in 
the studio, but it was in 2001 
that the line-up of Masters 
along with Simon Bowley 
(drums), Dipster Dean (bass) 
and Gary Loker (guitar) joined 
with fohn Otway guitarist 
Richard Holgarth. 

Following Loker’s departure 
Chris Taylor joined on guitar in 
preparation for the band’s 30th 
anniversary album, Been There 
Done That, in 2006. 

The current line-up has 
enjoyed 17 years touring the 
world over, introducing new 
material into their set, pleasing 
old fans and finding new along 
the way. 


Hot Rods new and old joined 
forces in 2014 to pay tribute to 
original guitarist Dave Higgs 
who passed away in 2013 while 
the 40th anniversary of the Hot 
Rods in 2015 saw the 'classic’ 
line-up of Paul Gray, Graeme 
Douglas and Steve Nicol join 
Masters for special shows in 
Essex and London, with 
Holgarth contributing in place 
of Higgs. 

Early this year the band 
announced this would be their 
last year of touring - making 
next April’s date all the more 
special.

INGREDIENTS 

2tsp butter; 

150g plain flour; 

Itsp bicarbonate 
of soda; Itbsp 
granulated sugar; 

80ml milk; 2 medium or 
large eggs; lOOg frozen 
berries; oil, for greasing; 
golden syrup or honey, to 
serve 

METHOD 

1. First, pop the butter 
in a microwave-pro of 
dish and melt for a few 
seconds. Set to one 
side, and work quickly. 

2. Pour the flour, bicarb 
and sugar into a bowl 
and mix well to 
combine. Make a well 
(a big wide dent) in the 
middle of the dry 
ingredients and pour in 
the milk and melted 
butter. Crack in the 
eggs and mix it all 
together to make your 
pancake mix. 

3. Now let it rest for half 
an hour. This is 
important, and helps 
create the lightest, 
fluffiest pancakes. The 
best place to rest it is in 
the fridge, as science 
dictates that cold batter 
meeting hot oil is the

optimum for an airy, 
perfect reaction. 

4. When the batter is 
rested, remove it from 
the fridge, tip in the 
berries, and give it a 
quick stir. 

5. Grab a frying pan, 
preferably a non-stick 
one, and brush it with a 
little oil. Bring it to a 
high heat for a minute 
to warm the pan 
through, but don't let 
the oil start smoking, so 
watch it. Reduce the 
heat to medium, and 
dollop in some pancake 
mixture. The first one is 
always the worst - a 
snack for the hard¬ 
working chef is my rule! 
Cook for one minute 
then, using a spatula, 
gently turn it over. 

6. Repeat until all of the 
pancake batter is used 
up, and serve in a stack, 
hot, with something 
runny and sweet. 


JACK OF ALL PLATES 

ELLA WALKER chats to outspoken recipe author and campaigner Jack Monroe 
about kitchen confidence, and the time she realised she had hit rock bottom 


J ACK MONROE is 

eminently practical. The 
cook and food poverty 
campaigner is 
constantly generating 
recipes and, to be frank, needs 
"somewhere to put them" 

Hence her latest collection, 
Cooking On A Bootstrap, which 
she considers both a coterie of 
tasty dishes and a manual for 
everything from food shopping 
and cooking on a budget, to 
basic kitchen equipment and 
how to navigate through other 
people's recipe books. 

"It's a whole course on 
teaching yourself to cook well," 
says the 30-year-old. 

"We're all really feeling the 
squeeze," she adds, nodding to 
years of austerity, food price 
hikes and wages lagging way 
behind inflation. "Everything is 
more expensive, and people are 
struggling financially. There is 
still sadly a need for my recipes 
and my work." 

That makes it sound 
"miserable" the Southend-On- 
Sea-born chef admits wryly. But 
she argues that this book - based 
on A Girl Called Jack, the blog 
that brought her into the public 
sphere, where she wrote about 
life as a single mum and food 
bank user on benefits, and 
shared her ultra budget-friendly 
recipes - is anything but. 

"It's political, it's irreverent, it's 
fun," she says. "It's basically like 
having a chat with me in the 
kitchen, which I find really nice, 
because cooking on a budget is 
so often presented as a really 
dour, miserable project." 

Jack is now largely vegan, but 
she remembers the moment she 
first realised she was "properly 
poor" - and it involved butter. "It 
wasn't that I'd had the heating 
off for a year, it wasn't that I 



couldn't replace the light bulbs 
in my hallway, and it wasn't that 
I'd basically sold everything me 
and my son owned to try and pay 
the rent," she remembers. "I was 
wearing two jumpers because it 
was so cold, I was ill all the time 
and I was absolutely starving - 
all of those things were pretty 
much fine on a day-to-day basis 
because I'd got used to them. 

"It was when I was in the 
supermarket and realised I 
couldn't afford to buy butter any 
more -1 lost my s***. I was like, 
'That's it, I'm properly poor now, 

I can't afford butter,' and I 
refused to buy margarine. 

"That was my rock bottom," 
she adds with a self-deprecating 
laugh. "It was the last luxury to 
go. I gave up heating and lighting 
before I gave up my weekly block 
of butter. I realised if I put that 


back, I could _ 

have an 

extra bag of pasta, a tin of carrots 
and some button mushrooms. It 
was awful - I bought some 40p 
lard for cooking with and was 
slightly disgusted with myself." 

No longer a food bank user - 
Jack's written columns for the 
Guardian and New York Times 
since becoming a food writer - 
she still buys everything from the 
supermarket's budget ranges 
(aside from Marmite and Heinz 
Tomato Ketchup - those are 
non-negotiable: "Sainsbury's 
Basics ketchup as a cooking 
ingredient, but Heinz as a 
dipping sauce!”). 

"They're just as good," she says 
strongly of the budget ranges. 

"If you're at home and opening 
your cupboards to feed yourself 
and your kid, they don't need 


serrano ham and extra virgin 
olive oil - they just need some 
food. It's not what you've got, it's 
what you can do with it." 

Giving people confidence is 
key, she says, while learning to 
cook is fundamental, something 
we should be able to do as easily 
as breathing or walking: "Kids in 
school are taught to swim, but 
they're not taught to cook. 

"I find that phenomenal 
because we all have an oven and 
we don't all live by the sea. 

"We learn to talk, to read, to 
walk, and there seems to be 
some kind of shame or 
stigma attached to not 
being able to cook," she 
muses, incredulous. 

Jack points out that she 
was an "instinctive cook" 
rather than a natural one. 

Moving out of her 
parents' home aged 17, she 
taught herself by trawling 
supermarkets and stealing 
ideas, picking up the 
fanciest pasta sauces and 
ready-meals, buying all the 
ingredients listed, and making 
her own version. 

"Cooking isn't difficult, but I 
didn't spring out of the womb 
armed with a whisk, I had to 
learn like everybody else." 

She accepts that often we don't 
cook because of lack of self- 
interest, or self-worth - and 
admits she's been guilty of that 
too in the past, opting for "three 
bags of salt and vinegar crisps 
one after the other for dinner" 

- but notes forcefully: "We all 
need to love and respect 
ourselves enough to want to 
make a meal for ourselves - it's a 
really basic act of love."

IF YOU'VE ever worried that you 
might be matching the wrong 
wine with the wrong food, or 
you're scared you'll mess up on 
your wine pairing knowledge 
when the in-laws visit, then do 
not fret. Apparently it's all right 
to go with the flow and just enjoy 
what you want to enjoy. 

I know this from an exclusive 
chat with sommelier Alex Freguin 
who came out tops in a 
competition which saw finalists 
test their skills at the Savoy in 
London. I asked Alex if he could 
put your minds at rest around 
food and wine pairings. He was 
happy to oblige. 

He told me: "Nothing is right 
and nothing is wrong. That is 
very, very important. 

"If you like red wine with fish it 
doesn't mean you are wrong; if

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you like rose with duck it doesn't 
mean you are wrong. 

"If you are happy to drink it, 
and you know you're going to 
enjoy it with your food, then that 
is going to be the best pairing in 
the world." 

French-born Alex, 29, who is 
the 2018 Champagne Taittinger 
UK Sommelier of the Year, works 
at Michelin-starred Moor Hall in 
Lancashire and came through the 
regional heats before winning the 
top prize. 

He said: "Rest easy, put wine in 
context. It is there to enjoy with 



friends and family. We are so 
lucky to bond and share special 
moments over food and wine. 

"Don't worry about choosing 
one wine over another - it is your 
choice. What's the worst that 
could happen?" 

If you're thinking Alex's top 
food favourite must be something 
posh like lobster, you'd be wrong. 
He is full of praise for our veg 
and in particular the very humble 
turnip. Who'd have thought? 

He told me: "The turnip is 
incredible. It is very complex, 
with bitterness, sweetness, 
acidity and texture. It can pair 
with anything, from sherry to 
white wines, from rose wines to 
Japanese sake. It is incredible, 
especially with crab." 

There you go. You now know 
what to serve the in-laws. 


■ In my glass this week... I'd 

just finished reading about 
whisky, and was contemplating 
the mention of Japanese whisky, 
when one popped into my emails. 
Well, not literally a bottle, that 
would be messy. 

Sainsbury's has launched 
Suntory Whisky Toki (£35, for 
75cl) and I was keen to taste it. 
Suntory is one of the world's 
largest drink companies and it 
has shared in a UK boom of 
Japanese whisky sales, which I'm 
told grew more than 200% last 

r year. Toki is a blend of whisky 
from three distilleries: 
Yamazaki, Hakushu and 
Chita. It is light gold in 
colour and has aromas of 
green apple, herbs, white 
pepper and a flash of citrus. 
_ To taste, it has a long- 


lasting bite of white pepper spice, 
a cushion of creamy vanilla 
and a fleck of ginger. 

Sainsbury's has also 
brought out ROKU ' ‘ * 

Japanese Craft Gin 
(£30, 70cl) distilled with 
six Japanese botanicals: 
sakura flower (cherry blossom); 
yuzu peel; sencha tea; sansho 
pepper; sakura leaf and gyokuro 
tea. These are reflected in the 
name Roku (meaning six) and the 
six-sided bottle embossed with 
the botanicals. The nose is fresh 
and floral with tea notes. In the 
mouth it has cherry, a subtlety of 
rose and candied lemon.

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"THIS recipe first appeared on my Instagram 
account," says Jack. "It was a rough night, in the 
middle of a tough week, embedded in a hellish 
year, and I wasn't cooking. 

"Overwhelmed by life and sadness, I hadn't been 
in my kitchen for days. I needed comfort, and 
nourishment, and I forced myself to the stove. 

"This revelation may come as something of a 
surprise, but even I can't cook sometimes. This did 
the trick - and you can use a handful of frozen veg 
in place of chopping anything, if you like." 




SELF-LOVE 


E13RI 


(SERVES 1) 


INGREDIENTS 

Oil, for frying; 2 garlic cloves, 
roughly chopped; 1 onion, roughly 
chopped; a few handfuls of finely 
chopped or grated root veg (I like 
carrot, parsnip, spud, sweet potato 
-any root will do); Itsp paprika; 
150g tofu or 2 white fish fillets; 1 x 
400g tin of beans (baked, kidney, 
butter, cannellini, chickpeas - any 
beans), drained; 1 x 400g tin of 
chopped tomatoes; a fistful of kale 
or spinach; a sgueeze of lemon 
juice; a pinch of salt and a bit of 
cracked black pepper 

METHOD 

1. Warm a little oil in a pan 
over low heat and cook the 
garlic and onion to soften. 

2. Add the finely chopped or 
grated root veg and stir some 
more, then add the paprika 
and stir in. The stirring is key. 



It is soothing. It is mindless, 
not mindful. Sod mindful. 

My mind is full enough. It is a 
minefield. Sometimes I want 
to stir some stuff and stare at 
my hands or into nothing. 

3. Chuck in chunks of tofu if 
you're veggie/vegan, or white 
or tinned fish if you aren't. 
Tip in the beans. Whatever 
beans - add them for 


goodness. For laziness. For 
filling comfort. For making it 
stretch into an extra meal 
you won't have to cook. Pour 
over the tomatoes. The 
cheaper ones are brilliantly 
sloppy and excellent for 
soups and stews. 

4. Shred some kale in your 
hands. Rip it the heck up 
with all the stress and 
physicality you can muster. 
Go on. Tear it to shreds. Drop 
it in. Stir it through, breathe, 
and stir, and breathe. 

5. Bring to the boil, like your 
fury, heat it up and watch it 
roar, then reduce it to a 
simmer. Douse in lemon 
juice to brighten, add some 
salt and pepper to amplify 
the flavours. Eat. 


INGREDIENTS 

1 teabag 

300ml boiling water 
1 medium onion (mine weighed 
200g, but don't worry too 
much), finely sliced 
4 fat garlic cloves, finely sliced 
2tbsp oil 

A pinch of salt and a bit of 
cracked black pepper 
1 x 400g tin of chopped 
tomatoes 

2tbsp tomato puree (optional 
but I like a nice tomatoey 
taste) 

Itsp mixed dried herbs 
400g mushrooms, sliced 
Fistfuls of spinach, steamed, to 
serve (optional) 

METHOD 

1. Find the largest mug you 
have. Pop a teabag in, and fill 
it with the boiling water. Let 
it stand to one side to stew, 
properly stew, while you do 
the next bits. 

2. Toss the onion and garlic 
into a large pan. Pour the oil 
over, stir, add a pinch of salt 
and pop over a medium heat. 
Cook for a few minutes, 
stirring occasionally, to 
soften the onions and lose 
that raw acerbic edge to 
them. 






3. Pour over the chopped 
tomatoes and stir in the 
puree, and add the herbs. 
Remove the teabag from the 
mug and pour the strong 
black tea into the pan, and 
give everything a stir. Toss in 
the mushrooms, then bring it 
all to the boil. Once boiling, 
reduce to a simmer and cook 
for at least 20 minutes to let 
the sauce reduce and thicken 
and all the flavours meld 
together. 

4. The next bit is up to you. 
You can leave it simmering 
away for another half an 
hour in the traditional

fashion, or you can turn the 
heat off, pop a lid on (or large 
plate or tin foil if you don't 
have a lid) and let it slowly 
cool down. It will carry on 
cooking itself with the heat 
trapped inside, but will cost 
you less in gas or electricity 
to achieve pretty much the 
same effect - it just won't 
reduce as much, so you'll 
need to strain some of the 
liquid off to serve, or eat it 
like a soup, which is equally 
yummy. 

5. Season to taste, and serve. 

I like mine slopped onto 
white fluffy rice or a pile of 
mash, but if you're a 
low-carb person, a pile of 
spinach or steamed greens 
would be yummy too.

Louise 
Thompson 
of Made In 
Chelsea 
fame is 
now a 
healthy 
living guru 



S HE'S the pint-sized fitness 
guru with over a million 
social media followers and 
some of the most enviable 
abs on Instagram - but 
Louise Thompson insists she hasn't 
become a slave to the gym. 

"I typically work out three times a 
week maximum," says the 27-year- 
old Londoner. "My muscles take a 
few days to recover, and I don't like 
to push myself too hard or stress my 
body out.” 

Louise, who shot to fame on hit 
reality series Made In Chelsea, went 
through a major lifestyle overhaul in 
2016, after secretly battling with 
anxiety and panic attacks behind the 
scenes of the show. She began 
sharing her fitness and health tips 
with fans through Instagram, along 
with her popular 30-second couple 
workouts, with her personal trainer 
boyfriend and co-star, Ryan Libbey. 

Now, she's built a fitness empire 
that includes petite activewear 
brand Pocket Sport (pocket-sport. 
co.uk), and has documented her 
mental health battles and 
subsequent journey to a healthier 
mindset in a new clean living bible, 
Live Well With Louise. 

The healthy living guru, who 
recently became engaged while on 
holiday in LA, says that much of her 
old anxiety was "driven by bad 
decision-making and bad choices'! 

She explains: "A lot of life is down 
to luck and things that are out of our 
control, but something we can 
control is the way we treat our body. 

"I used to disrespect mine - now I 
don't. I make sure I'm as active as I 
can be, and also I don't put lots of 
nasty stuff into my body." 


A HEALTHY NEW START 

LOUISE, who used to be a regular 
face on the London party scene with 
fellow Made In Chelsea cast 
members, now limits alcohol, has 
quit smoking, and has "massively" 
cut down on junk food. 

"I've learnt what my body does 
and doesn't respond well to and I 
feed it accordingly. Now and again, 
I'll over-indulge, but probably 
one-10th of the amount I used to. 

"Anxiety can take over your life 
and leave you feeling pretty 
powerless; it's worse than any other 
feeling I've experienced and when it 
chooses to spiral out of control, it 
feels worse than the stress factors 
that caused it in the first place. 

"I'm teaching myself to care less 
about the judgement of others -1 
know that it'll help me to be happier 
day-to-day." 

ALL ABOUT THE BALANCE 

"IP MY mind and body are feeling 
strong, then I'll do a full-body 
resistance training session in the 
gym with heavyweights to break 
down my muscle fibres,” says Louise. 
"Whereas if I'm under time pressure, 
or if I've been very busy, then I'll 
practise my own body-weight 
exercises at home in my living room. 

"When I'm feeling tense or 
stressed though, I will choose 
something like yoga. I recently 
discovered something new called 
'Yin yoga! where you stay in one 
position for a lengthy period of time 
so you can loosen up. I held each 
position for four minutes and felt 
incredible afterwards." 

Refreshingly, Louise admits she 
still has bad days with her mental 


health, but that making small 
changes to her lifestyle has played a 
huge part in feeling more balanced. 

"I actually still suffer from 
occasional bouts of anxiety, even 
though I'm so self-aware and 
understand lots about it. It's just the 
way that I'm hardwired, so I seek 
new ways to deal with it. 

"When I feel like I'm regressing, I 
remind myself to practise 
mindfulness, read more, put things 
into perspective, talk about my 
worries, write things down, and 
ultimately remember that I've been 
in this place before and got out the 
other side," she says. 

FITNESS AS THERAPY 

PITNESS also helps her to feel 
grounded. "I really notice the 
difference to my mental state if I 
don't exercise for a whole week, so I 
try and stay on top of it, even if it 
means just doing my ab blast 
routine on my bedroom floor when 
I'm on holiday. 

"I get twitchy and don't feel myself 
if I don't do anything for a prolonged 
period of time.” 

After a break from filming Made In 
Chelsea, Louise says she's been 
enjoying travelling over the summer 
in the US. "Sometimes it's really 
refreshing to visit a 
country, and take a 
break somewhere 
where I can walk 
freely in tatty clothes 
with no make-up 
on, knowing that no 
one is going to shout 
across the road or 
tap me on the 
shoulder.” 


MARRIAGE, BABIES AND BEYOND... 

SHE'S also celebrating her recent 
engagement. While hiking in LA 
earlier, 28-year-old Ryan got down 
on one knee and popped the 
question, with Louise confirming 
their engagement with a picture of 
the ring on Instagram.

ROAD TEST: Vauxhall Corsa SRi Nav 1.4Turbo Three-Door By David Ward 


SMALL AND 
SPRIGHTLY 



T he days when so-called small, ‘hot’ 
hatchbacks were raucous sounding, 
noisy, fairly uncomfortable for the 
occupants yet delivered the 
expected sporty performance 
mainly for younger aged drivers has long 
gone. 

Today the demands for such exciting 
small cars has changed dramatically with 
drivers wanting more a few more home 
comforts on board and a more subtle sports 
performance that’s quieter and more 
refined but still retaining that fun car to 
enjoy out on the road. 

Vauxhall have had a few such models in 
the distant past - remember the Chevette 
HS Sport of the Eighties and the Nova 1.6 
GTEi of the Nineties - and now today make 
a more grown-up ‘hot’ hatchback in their 
current small Corsa range. 

There are several versions available 
including the Corsa SRi Nav 1.4-litre 99bhp 
turbocharged petrol engine three-door 
tested here coming in a decent price oft 
£17,215 on the road. 

This is cheaper than its two main 
equivalent rivals too - the Ford Fiesta and 
SEAT Ibiza - and it also goes to show the 
progress made of such true sporty 
hatchbacks. 


It looks stylish and is extremely refined 
inside with some nice sporty features yet still 
delivers a decent enough performance 
without breaking the bank, particularly 
when it comes to insurance (it’s in group 10) 
which costs had rocketed in years gone by 
and proved the demise of the old ‘hot’ 
hatchbacks back in Nineties. 

This SRi is enough when demanded by the 
driver particularly at low revs and with 
sensible use of the six-speed gearbox, which 
has a light yet positive enough feel when 
moving up and down the gears. 

The test car sitting on 16-inch alloy wheels 
- buyers can also opt for 17-inch - naturally 
has sports suspension underneath but it 
provides a comfortable ride and not as hard 
as most of its rivals. 

Road grip is good and there’s no fidgeting 
either when the car is pushed harder around 
narrow, twisty country lanes - it sticks to its 
task admirably and with decent brakes it 
gives real confidence to the driver to drive in 
a sporty fashion even if they are not use to 
such exercises. 

It’s also remarkable quiet out on the road 
too with only minimum tyre and wind noise 
that’s not intrusive and on a particular day 
long test run of some 400 miles remained it 
turned out to be really comfortable for such 


a small car. 

In terms of fuel consumption on this run it 
returned a creditable 48.6mpg which only 
dropped to 45.8mpg during stints through 
heavy stop/start traffic across central 
London. 

Inside the cabin the layout is naturally 
typical of Vauxhall’s current range with all 
the controls and dials easily laid out for the 
driver whilst the sports seats deliver good 
lumbar support and there’s also good head 
room, particularly in the front where it’s 
better than in the Fiesta. 

The front A pillars are thicker than on the 
Fiesta so a bit more care is needed from the 
driver when pulling out into a main road 
and as for reversing the test car had the 
option of a £250 rear view camera on board 
and it’s well worth the bit extra in my view. 

The car’s nice texture trim interior finish 
adds a touch of qualify finish and as on all 
Corsa models there are six airbags fitted as 
standard. 

As one would expect for an SRi label this 
Corsa is exceptionally well equipped with 
standard features that include a seven-inch 
colour touch screen with a fully integrated 
European sat nav system, Bluetooth, Apple 
CarPlay and Android Auto, cruise control, 
rain sensitive wipers, anti-lock braking, 


electronic stability control and hill start 
assist and more. 

Extras added to the test car included front 
and rear parking sensors - a bit expensive at 
£465 compared to rivals - plus electronic 
climate control (£415) and a winter pack 
(£365) but again it’s down to individual 
motorists to choose if they want to pay out 
for these and other options available. 

This SRi is a most civilised, reasonably 
inexpensive small ‘hot’ hatchback for those 
wanting a sporty performance with a limited 
budget - there are plenty of alternatives 
around and with more potent performances 
but of course all at further cost.
